Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of washing drain pipe with a nozzle 

having first injection hole and second injection holes opposite the first injection hole, wherein 
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first injection hole is larger than each of second holes. An angle between the center line of the 
nozzle and the injection holes are 90 degrees in one embodiment and an angle between the center 
line of the nozzle and the first injection hole is an acute angle and angle between the center line 
of the nozzle and the second injection holes are 90 degrees. 

The closest cited prior art J-07-055308 discloses first and second holes having different 
size of holes but fails to disclose 90 degree angle., which pushed the first injection hole against 
an inner peripheral surface of the pipe.
